Montana haa a red-hot po1ty/al Issue on 
the baliot thla November In "wMth there Is 
more locaf InteresC than who gets ejected 
President. It Is a petition for a new work- 
men's compensation law that would outdo 
compulsory health jnBurance and make Brit- 
ain's cradle -to-grave welfare state taniB by 
comparison. 

Opponents of the Montana petition say It 
might easily bankrupt the state, If approved 
by the voters and enacted Into law. The Is-sue 
has national Interest In that, II Montana 
adopts It, other states might follow suit. 

Authorship ol the Montana petition Is at- 
tributed to Jerry O'Connell. He may be 
remembered as a WashJuffton state congress- 
man for a brief but hectic career and as the 
author of a Washington etate old-age pen- 
sion law that almost bankrupted that atat«, 
urltU It was repealed. 

O'Connell is now practlcinB law In Great 
"alls. Mont. He Is a pillar in the tottering 
structure of what'a left of Henry Wallace's 
Progressive party of 1948.

petltlon, O'Connell has the aupport of the 
Montana state AFL and CIO organizations. 
They are operating from Progressive party 
headquarters at Orest F&ll£. 

Montana miners may have a legitimate de- 
mand for revision of the existing workmen's 
compensation law. Bome mine safety experts 
say It does not give adequate protection for 
Injury from 'silicosis, the lung disease con- 
tracted from Inhaling mine or quarry dust. 

The O'Coiyiell proposed law, however, 
mentions silicosis only once, in the title. It 
reads: 

"An act transferring: the burden of pay- 
' inents to those suffering from silicosis from 
the people of the state of Montana to the 
Industries responsible, therefore making oc- 
cupational diseases compensable imder the 
workmen's compensation act." 

The title then goes on to provide lor "In- 
creasing compensation for injuries to work- 
men In caEcs of temporary total disability, 
total permanent disability, permanent par- 
tial disability for injuries causing death, and 
for specified Injuries." 

It would remove "the limitation on the 
Amount allowed for medical and hospital 
services and other treatment lor injured 
workmen; and for other purposes." 

Any citizen approached to sl^ a petition, 
reading the above title and no further, might 
be Inclined to approve it. 

TJie .dynamite is contained In four wide 
and long columns of fine type hiaking up tbo 
text of the bUl, which few people have both- 
ered to read. Newspapers -and various civic 
groups alerted to the dangers of the O'Con- 
nell bill are now conducting an educational 
campaign against It through an Industrial 
health committee.' 

An injury Is first defined as any occupa- 
tional disease or Infection arising out ol 
employment,' and it would entitle an mploye 
to compensation even if any other Illness 
was aggravated by the Injury, years later, 
just as though it "was the sole cause of 
'subsequent Illness or death. - 

The employer who had last hired the 
workman under conditions where he was ex- 
posed to a hazard, would be held liable for 
the injury. This liability would run for 30 
years. 

This is interpreted to mean that If a work- 
man employed In a mine In -1053 left that 
job in 1954 and took up employment as a 
clerk, the employing mlna operator might 
be held responsible if thia ex-employe con- 
tracted tuberculosis in 1972. 

An employe discharged because he had a 
non-occupational disease would be entitled 
to $5,000 compensation. 

For an employer to refuse to hire a work- 
man having a non-occupational disease 
would be made illegal and subject to $6,000 
compensatory damages. 

An employe sustaining temporary total 
dlaabuity would be entitled to from jaO-a- 
week mlntmum to ;3a-a-week maximum for 
300 weeks, which la roughly six years. Com- 
pensaUon would vary aceordtnK to watre 
scale and number ol dependents

There tr« fifty 
dairy manulacturlng planU in the stale, along with 
an equal number of milk dlsti-lbuUn, lumlshlng 
anunil 3,&0o people with steady year-around employ- 
In terma of payroll, the Idaho dairy Industry pays 
Jt 117,900 every day of the year.Tlls total Income runs 
I some 177.000,000 annually, with about U per cent 
t>l It coming from Ihe Boise and Payette valleyi. 

Dalryhig, both In Idaho and throughout the na- 
tion, unquestionably provides the rock-bottom basis 
upon which all other aspects of agriculture are found- 
ed, and upon which a host of subeidlaiy Induttrtes 
are directly dependent. And few Industries, we might 
add, are any more elflclentlj run. or more progressive 
In their thinking, a fact well attested by dairy tm- 
proveminis and research trlthln the past tvtnty- 
tlve yean.
